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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-6 and 13-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Kim et al. (6,922,802). 

Kim et al. discloses the invention as claimed. Figs. 1-10 show the system for 
reproducing replacement data stored on a spare are assigned to a disc having the steps 
and means for: reading replacement data from a spare area of the disc (see elements 
40, 50, 60, 80 and 90, and column 6, lines 35-60, that describes reading the 
replacement data which represents the PDL and SDL from the spare area of the optical 
disk); storing the replacement data (in the PDL section memory 70a, and SDL-section 
memory 70c); and if there is a defect area, then reproducing the stored replacement 
data corresponding to the detected defect area (column 6, lines 53-column 7, line 17), 
as set forth in claims 1-6 and 13-19. 
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Kim et al. further teaches: the disc is an optical disc (see column 1 , line 55), as 
set forth in claims 2 and 1 5; the spare area is searched and read for to generate the 
replacement data which represents the PDL and SDL, and then stored in the memory 
(70) (see column 6, lines 49-60), as set forth in claims 3 and 4; the defect area is carried 
out based on a defect list information in the lead-in area of the disk (PDL and SDL, see 
column 6, line 54), as set forth in claims 5, 6, 18 and 19; searching the spare area when 
the disc is loaded into the disc player (taken to be inherent to the reproduction of the 
disk in order to reproduce the disk), as set forth in claim 16; and the memory (70) 
comprises a storage device in a PC (see Fig. 4), as set forth in claim 17. See also the 
description of the figures and apparatus for further details relating to the limitations as 
set forth in the claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 7-12 and 20-25 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: 

The prior art of record alone or in combination does not teach or suggest the 
method and disc player for reproducing replacement data recorded on a spare area of a 
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disc having the combination of steps and elements with their recited process and 
function as set forth in claims 1 and 14, along with having the further limitations as set 
forth in claims 7-12 and 20-25.
